13th from Tel-Aviv. He is there on a business trip but plans to be active as much as possible 
during the evening. He will be taking an IC-706 w/Tuner and wires. QSL to his home call

5T, MAURITANIA. Members of the International Amateur Radio Volunteers (I[ARV) led by 
Yoshi, JALUT, and Toshi, JA8RUZ, are currently in Nouakchott to implement an aid project.
